The official said this “ represents a sub 
stantial change in the procedures and poli­ 
cies of the Pay Board," which has said the 
5.5 per cent yardstick is a general rule not 
ncccessarily to he applied in all cases. 
“ There’s an air of chaos and utter con­ 
fusion at the Pay Board.” the labor official 
Si. id. The source on the panel added that 
“ there’s utter confusion out across the conn 
try on how to file for wage increases and 
get them approv ed." 
The Pay Board reportedly was studying 
a proposal that would exempt workers at all 


wi ge controls, if the workers inv olv ed were
